Mr®  Chairman 9  Ladies  and  Gentlemen 9 

It  is  my  duty  to  present  the  Annual  Report  on  the  Health 
of  the  Rural  District  for  I960®  My  appointment  as  Medical  Officer 
of  Health  (a  joint  one  with  the  Borough  of  Chatham  and  the  City  of  Rochester  ) 
dates  from  l?th  April*  1959  so  that  the  period  under  review  covers  the 
first  full  year  of  my  service  with  your  Authority® 

Certain  matters  dealt  with  in  the  body  of  the  report  but  which 
appear  to  me  to  warrant  special  attention  are  as  follows s- 

POPULATION 

The  Registrar  General ? s  estimate  for  i960  was  27*330  being  an 
increase  of  840  over  the  previous  year®  (Census  April*  1961  showed 
the  total  figure  to  be  28*745)® 

NATURAL  INCREASE  OF  POPULATION

BIRTH  RATE 


The  Birth  Rate  per  1000  of  the  population  was  18*10  (comparability 
factor  o97  applied)® 

The  tendency  for  the  Rural  District  to  have  a  higher  birth  rate 
than  the  national  average  for  England  and  Wales  (i960  -  17®  10)  has  been 
maintained® 

ILLEGITIMATE  BIRTHS

DEATH  RATE 


The  total  number  of  persons  normally  resident  in  Hie  area 
dying  was  24?  <> 

The  Death  Rate  for  i960  was  10*12  (comparability  factor  of 
lol2  applied)  9  being  higher  than  the  rate  for  1959  of  9*08*  However , 
it  still  remains  below  the  national  average  for  England  and  Wales  of 
11  *5  per  1000  of  the  population* 

IUFAUT  MORTALITY 

The  Death  Rate  for  infants  under  one  year  of  age  was  9® 8  per 
1000  live  births  *  This  exceedingly  low  figure  is  probably  fortuitous 

as  the  average  for  the  previous  5  years  was  15  ®1 6*  The  rate  for 
England  and  Wales  in  I960  was  21*9  •  The  total  number  of  children 
dying  under  one  year  of  age  in  the  Rural  District  was  5  but  of  these 
4  died  within  1  week  of  birth* 

There  were  no  deaths  during  the  first  year  of  life  of  illegitimate 
infants* 

DEATHS  IN  AGE  GROUPS 

Deaths  of  persona  over  ?0  years  of  age  accounted  for  53®  10^  of 
all  deaths  and  of  this  figure  2?o l6fo  or  just  over  half  were  80  years 
or  over*

INFECTIOUS  DISEASE 


Dysentery  was  prevalent  generally  in  the  Medway  Towns  during  the 
Spring  and  in  the  area  of  the  Rural  District  the  outbreak  was  centred 
on  the  village  of  Hoo  where  29  notifications  were  received  *  mainly  school 
children  from  the  same  school ®  There  were  6  additional  notifications 
of  dysentery  from  other  parishes  but  all  were  unconnected  cases® 

I’here  were  7  new  notifications  of  Pulmonary  Tuberculosis  and 
2  cases  of  Non-Pulmonary  Tuberculosis  0 

The  Tuberculosis  Register  showed  a  total  of  1 65  cases  on  31st 
December  $  i960*  an  increase  of  5  over  the  total  at  the  same  date  of 
last  year® 

There  were  a  total  of  9  new  notifications  over  the  year  so  it 
can  safely  be  predicted  that  Tuberculosis  while  never  likely  to  resume 
its  former  position  as  a  major  threat _ to  Public  Health  will  figure  in 
these  annual  reports  for  some  decades  to  come® 

HOUSING? 

The  end  of  the  year  (i960)  was  conterminous  with  the  ending  of 
the  Council 5  s  5 “year  programme  of  clearing  unfit  properties  in  their 
area0 


Of  a  total  of  232  properties  considered  as  unsuitable  for  human 
habitation  in  1955^ 

XA4  have  been  demolished* 

51  are  still  standing  but  are  unoccupied  and  covered  by  Orders 
or  undertakings  (not  to  be  used  for  human  habitation)* 

3  have  been  put  in  order  and  made  fit  for  human  habitation, 

16  are  still  occupied  but  are  covered  by  Orders  or  Undertakings, 
13  remain  to  be  inspected  (l6  are  occupied,  2  unoccupied)® 

There  is  little  doubt  but  that  the  programme  would  have  been 
completed  had  alternative  accommodation  been  available  in  the  immediate 
neighbourhood  as  necessary*  for  some  of  the  older  people  much  prefer 
to  continue  living  in  unfit  homes  in  the  village  they  have  known  all 
their  life  than  move  to  modem  accommodation  in  another  district® 


The  desire  to  preserve  independence  in  familiar  surroundings 
sometimes  results  in  old  people  continuing  to  live*  quite  uncomplainingly, 
in  circumstances  of  considerable  physical  discomfort;  photographs  of  a 
typical  case  are  shown  on  pages  16  to  19 « 

It  may  be9  however *  that  some  old  people  having  lived  through  past 
eras  of  poverty  and  hardship  exercise  greater  restraint  than  subsequent 
generations  in  presenting  their  needs  to  the  proper  quarter. 

CARE  OP  THE  AGED  AND  INFIRM 


Prom  time-  to  time  old  or  infirm  people  usually  living  alone  are 
found  in  conditions  of  gross  neglect  usually  when  illness  supervenes 
(see  pages  14  and  15)0  No  organisation  exists  in  the  area  of  the  Rural 
District  to  detect  such  people  at  a  stage  when  rehabilitation  might  be 
possible  and  usually  when  the  local  Health  Department  becomes  aware  of 
their  existence  the  urgency  of  the  situation  permits  only  of  a  salvage 
operation  » 

ENVIRONMENTAL  HYGIENE 

The  maintenance  of  a  satisfactory  standard  of  hygiene  in  the  area 
of  the  Rural  District  is  the  main  task  of  the  Council 9 s  Health  Section. 

There  is  constant  routine  supervision  of  all  food  preparing  premises, 
canteens*  etc of  supervision  of  caravan  sites;  inspection  of  unfit 
properties!  insect*  mosquito  and  rodent  control*  so  far  as  staffing  permits. 

A  very  considerably  amount  of  time  -  possibly  the  major  activity  of 
the  Public  Health  Inspectorate  -  is  following  up  and  investigating  complaints 
from  the  public 0 

No  routine  supervision  is  possible  of  that  section  of  the  Agriculture 

(Safety*  Health  and  Welfare  Provisions)  Act*  1956  which  makes  the  Council 
responsible  for  supervision  of  sanitary  provisions  for  workers  in  the  fields. 

The  decision  of  the  Council  to  increase  the  establishment  of  the 
Public  Health  Inspectorate  by  one  additional  Public  Health  Inspector  in  the 
next  financial  year  should  permit  a  more  positive  approach  to  further 
improvement  of  hygiene  measures  in  the  area. 

There  will  always  remain  a  large  number  of  properties  in  the  district 
on  cesspool  drainage  at  present  estimated  at  3*477  out  of  a  total  of  8*716. 


However ,  it  should  he  possible  in  the  near  future,  to  eliminate 
all  pail  closets  and  privies »  bring  main  water  supplies  to  every 
individual  house  and  keep  under  close  supervision  the  18  properties 
known  to  rely  on  well  water  or  roof  catchment  who  are  well  outside 
the  main  supply  circuit «

WATER  SUPPLIES 


At  the  request  of  Ministry  of  Health  Circular  l/6l  the  following 
comments  are  recorded s- 

All  parishes  except  that  of  Hailing  are  provided  with  a  public 
water  supply  operated  by  the  Medway  Water  Board,  Hailing  parish  is 
supplied  by  the  Mid  Kent  Water  Company, 

The  water  has  been  satisfactory  in  quantity  to  meet  the  needs  of 
resident  domestic  population  and9  as  the  43  bacteriological  and  5  chemical 
samples  (see  appendix  pages  33-37) taken  during  the  year  have  shown,  in 
quality,  Supplied  from  wells  both  within  and  outside  the  Rural  District 
the  hardness  of  the  water  ranges  between  240  and  372  parts  per  million. 

The  water  is  not  liable  to  have  plumbo-solvent  action.

SWIMMING  BATHS 


There  are  no  public  swimming  baths  within  the  Rural  District 
but  there  are  two  operated  ae  follows g-

is  operated  commercial ly  for  the  benefit  of  visitors  to 
the  sii@o 


PUBLIC  CLEANSING 
Collection  and  disposal  of  domestic  refuse 

Domestic  refuse  throughout  the  district  is  collected  weekly  and 
is  disposed  of  by  means  of  controlled  tipping  in  a  disused  chalk  pit 
situated  within  the  boundary  of  the  City  of  Rochestero  The  refuse 
tip  is  treated  regularly  to  prevent  rat  infestation  and  during  the  summer 
period  insecticides  are  applied  to  prevent  the  breeding  of  flies  and 
crickets o 


Cesspool  and  Pail  Closet  emptying 

With  the  exception  of  those  areas  in  which  a  public  sewer  is 
provided  cesspools  are  emptied^  upon  request 9  free  of  charge  up  to  a 
maximum  of  four  times  per  year0 

Pail  closets  are  emptied  weekly  in  the  Parishes  of  Hoo*  Isle 
of  Grain  and  Allhallows 9  and  twice  per  week  in  the  Parish  of  Stoke* 

A  total  of  2?5  houses  have  pail  closets  and  20  have  privies* 


SEWERAGE 

The  provision  of  public  sewers  to  serve  the  more  populated 
areas  of  the  parishes  of  Cobham*  Cuxton  and  Meopham  are  proceeding* 

When  completed  all  the  major  villages 9  with  the  exception  of  Cliff e, 
will  be  provided  with  public  sewers 0  It  is  considered  that 
arrangements  for  sewerage  of  the  Rur&X  District  will  then  be  reasonably 
adequate  but  sewage  disposal  methods  vary  from  discharge  of  crude 
sewage  to  full  treatment  at  various  works*

One  case  was  dealt  with  during  the  year  by  the  powers  given 
under  Section  4?  of  the  National  Assistance  Act,  1948©  The  report 
of  the  Deputy  Medical  Officer  of  Health  is  as  follows s- 


11  My  attention  was  drawn  to  the  plight  of  this  person  by  the 
family  doctor©  Although  relatives  live  in  the  vicinity  she  resides 
alone  and  is  visited  by  them  from  time  to  time  -  one  calls  to  empty 
her  toilet  pail  every  few  days©  Her  home  is  insanitary,  full  of 
filth  and  rags,  infested  by  mice  and  swarming  with  flies©  A  cat 
is  kept  but  not  allowed  out© 


She  has  persistently  refused  help  from  all  Social.  Services 
except  the  National  Assistance  Boards  and  is  quite  incapable  of 
cleaning  her  home§  and  receives  no  help  in  this  from  her  relatives * 
Her  person  is  filthy  and  clothed  in  dirty  ragSo  Suffering  from 
a  severe  crippling  disease  she  is  incapable  of  standing  or  movement 
without  assistance  and  as  a  result  the  natural  bodily  functions 
cannot  be  responded  to  in  time  to  obviate  repeated  foulingo 

Pood  is  supplied  by  tradespeople  who  call  at  the  door  and 
she  can  fbied  herself  quite  well* 

At  night  she  sleeps  by  her  fire  which  she  can  maintain 
with  fuel* 

She  has  been  visited  by  the  Consultant  Geriatrician  who 
considered  her  suitable  for  a  Welfare  Home  but  he  was  willing 
initially  to  take  her  into  hospital  for  a  few  weeks •  Mentally 
she  is  quite  lucid •  w 

After  exploring  every  possible  alternative  in  the  end  it  was 
inevitable  that  'compulsory  removal  from  her  home  had  to  be  enforced „

To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the 
Strood  Rural  District  Council « 

Mrc  Chairman 9  Ladies  and  Gentlemen* 

The  work  of  the  department  during  i960  has  been  mainly  of  a 
routine  nature  and  there  are  few  matters  on  which  to  comment. 

So  far  as  the  Rural  District  Is  concerned*,  the  most  important 
of  new  legislation  was  that  of  the  Caravan  Sites  &  Control  of 
Development  Act  which  came  into  force  on  the  29th  August f  I960* 

There  are  two  privately  owned  sites  9  one  accommodating  a  maximum  of 
250,  and  one  a  maximum  of  225  §  residential  caravans  9  a  smaller  one 
with  accommodation  for  20  residential  and  20  holiday  caravans  5 
several  sites  containing  individual  caravans, and  a- site  owned  by 
the  District  Council  for  390  holiday  caravans  and  60  residential 
caravans . 

A  sub-committee  was  appointed  in  October  to  consider  and 
report  upon  the  Act  and  model  standards  as  applied  to  the  sites 
throughout  the  district «  As  a  result  many  of  the  individual  sites 
will  be  discontinued  and  the  other  sites  required  to  be  improved  to  a 
standard  set  by  conditions  attached  to  licences 0 

The  Joint  Committee  formed  in  1953  comprising  members  of 
Chatham,  Rochester*,  Gillingham 9  and  the  District  Council  to  consider 
the  necessity  or  otherwise  of  providing  a  public  slaughterhouse  for 
the  area  held  Its  final  meeting  during  i960  when  the  conclusions 
reached  were  that  slaughtering  facilities  would  be  adequate  in  the 
area  and  surrounding  region  to  satisfy  the  present  and  estimated 
future  demand  o 

In  August  the  report  on  slaughterhouse  facilities  was  submitted 
to  the  Minister  of  Agriculture 9  Fisheries  and  Food.  The  date,  1st 
April,  1961,  recommended  in  the  report  was  accepted  by  the  Minister 
for  the  coming  into  force  of  regulations  in  relation  to  the  one  private 
slaughterhouse  within  the  Rural  District 0 

With  regard  to  atmospheric  pollution,  the  District  Council 
continued  to  maintain  the  five  standard  deposit  and  four  sulphur 
dioxide  gauges  sited  on  the  district  on  behalf  of  the  Thames-side 
Joint  Committee,  of  which  the  District  Council  are  members. 
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Three  of  the  standard  deposit  gauges  are  sited  in  the  Parish 
of  Hailing  where  the  problem  of  cement  dust  is  most  acute «  The 
factory  considered  to  be  the  major  cause  of  the  cement  dust  nuisance 
at  Hailing  has  three  kilns  operating f  one  of  which  was  fitted  with 
a  multireel!  cyclonic  type  dust  arrestor  which  was  brought  into 
operation  in  August 9  1959°  In  spite  of  this  the  standard  deposit 
gauge  at  North  Hailing  showed  a  higher  deposit  for  i960  than  the 
total  for  1959°  The  other  two  kilns  are  to  be  fitted  with  similar 
type  dust  arrestors®
